As to the articles to be 
regarded as contraband there is no gen- 
eral agreement between nations. It is 
the practice of a céntury, either in time 
of peace or after the outbreak of war, to 
declare the articles which it will consider 
as absolute or conditional contraband. 

“ The record of the United States in the 
past is not free from criticism. When 
neutral this government has stood fora 
restricted list of absolute and. conditional 
contraband.. As a belligerent we have 
contended for a liberal lst, according to 
our conception of the necessities of the 
case. 3 
Protests Have Been Made. 

“ The United States has made earnest 
representations to Great Britain in regard 
to the seizure and detention by the Brit- 
ish authorities of all American ships or 
cargoes bona fide destined to neutral 
ports on the ground that such seizures 
and detentions were contrary to the ex- 
isting rules of international lan. 

It will. be recalled, however, that 
American courts have established vari- 
ous rules bearing on these matters. The 
rule of continuous voyage has been not 
only asserted by American tribunale but 
-eutended by them. They have exeroised 
the right to determine from the circum- 
atances whether the ostensible was the 
real destination.

lies, and then only: when eli ctrite pro- 
vailed. _ 4 


„Even to this extent the belligerents 
in the present confliet, when they were 
neutrals, have never, so.far as the rec- 
ords. disclose, limited the sale of muni- 
tions of war. It is only necessary to 
point to the enormous quantities of arms 
and ammunition furnished by manufac- 
turers in Germany to the belligerents in 
the Russo-Japanese war and im the re- 
cent Balkan wars to establish the gen- 
eral recognition ot the propriety of the 
trade by a neutral nation. 

German Statement Cited. . 

“It may be added that on the 15th of 
December last the German ambassador, 
by direction of his government, present- 
ed a copy of a memorandum of the im-

In every case 
of apparent illegal arrest the United 
States government has entered vigorous 
protests with request of release. 

The department does not know of any 
cases, except one or two which are still 
under investigation, in which naturalized 
Germans have not been released upon 
representations by this government. 
There have, however, come to the de- 
partment’s notice authentic cates in 
which American passports have been 
fraudulently obtained and used by cer- 
‘tain German subjects. 

Germans Use U. S. 

The department of justice has recent- 

ly apprehended at least four persons of 


German nationelity who, it Is alleged, ob- 


tained American’ passports under pre- 
tense of being American citizens and for 
the purpose of returning to Germany 
without molestation by her enemies dur- 
ing the voyage. 

chere are indications that à syste- 
matic plan had been devised to obtain 
American passports through fraud for the 


purpose of securing safe passage for Ger- 


man officers and reservists desiring to re- 
turn t6 Germany. Such fraudulent use 
of ports by Germans themselves can 
na vs no other effcct than to cast suspi- 
cion upon American passports in general. 

“New regulations, however, requiring 
among other things the attaching of a 
photograph of the bearer.to his passport 
under the seal of the department of state, 
and the vigilance of the department of.

“17, Treatment and final internment 
-of German S. S. Geier and the collier 
Locksun at Honolulu. 

“The Geier entered Honolulu on Oct 
15 in an unseaworthy condition. The 
commanding officer reported the neces- 
sity of extensive repairs which would re- 
quire an indefinite period for completion. 
The vessel was allowed the generous pe- 
ried of three weeks, to Nov. 7, to make re- 
pairs and leave the port, or, failing to do 
so, to be interned. 

A longer period would have been con- 
trary to international practice, which 
does not permit a vessel to remain for a 
long time in a neutral port for the pur- 
pose of repairing a generally rundown 
condition due to long sea service. | 

Soon after the German cruiser ar- 


| rived at Honolulu a Japanese cruiser ap- 


peared off the port and the commander 
of the Geier chose to intern the vessel 
rather than to depart from the. harbor. 

8 Shortly, after the Geler entered the 
port of Honolulu the steamer Locksun 


delivered coal to the Geier en route and 


had thus constituted itself a tender or

up chiefly by those who are in sympethy 
with the belligerent seeking the loan.

The general charge as to the arrest of 
American-born citizens on board neutral 
vessels and in British porto, the ignoring 
of their passports, and their confinement 
in Jails, : requires evidence to support it. 
That there have been cases of injustice of 
this sort ie unquestionably true, but 
Americans in Germany have suffered in 
this way as Americans have in Great 
Britain. ‘ 

This government has considered that 
the majority of these cases resulted from 
overzealousness on the part of subordi- 
nate officials in both countries.

At to the detention of noncombatants 
confined in concentration camps, all the 
beliigerents, with perhaps the exception 
of Servia and Ruasia, have made similar 
complaints, and those for whom this gov- 
ernment is acting bave asked investiga- 
tions, which representatives of this gov- 
ernment have made impartially.

THE CASE AGAINST THE SHIPPING 
5 BILL. 

The Democrats have decided to let the opponents 
of the shipping bill do all the discussing and 
“debating” on the floor of the senate. They are 
cnarging a filibuster, which is absvrd—since there 
has been no real discussion of the bill in congress 
—and thus farnishing an excuse for their silence. 

_ Whom do they expect to deceive? The case 
‘against the bill is so strong and 86 conclusive that 
the silence of its sponsors can but be construed to 
‘mean sheer inability to defend it or to meet the 
‘many objections that have been raised against it 
by business bodies, by leading newspapers, includ- 
ing Democratic organs, and by sound thinkers in 
and out of public lifes 

Let us briefly state some of these objections. 
Te bill spells serious complications with foreign 
powers, seizures and captures that may lead 0 
perilous war agitation. It is a purchase bill, 
and it is plain that ships now in profitable use 
cannot be purchased and ought not to be purchased, 
for they would add nothing to available facilities, 
and the cost of purchase would be excessive and 
abnormal because of the war and the ill-timed 
appearance of our government as a purchaser of 
snips. On the other hand, to buy idle, interned 


Ships is to offend certain powers and to invite seiz- 


‘ure, delay, strife, and hazard. It is to take a leap 
into the dark zones of international law and bel- 
‘ligerent policies. The French, for example, fare 
never recognized the right to sell or buy an in- 
terned ship during the progress. of a conflict. 

The bill is neither an emergency measure nor a 
permanent one. It has the faults of both kinds of 
erude shipping legislation and the merits of neither. 

It is based on a misrepresentation of the facts. 
What 
difficulty there is is due to the war, and that can- 
not be magically removed by a government line of 
ships. : 

A to trade with Latin America, what is want- 


lug is credit, banking, advertising facilities, knowl- 


edge of Latin needs and tastes, and the wherewithal 


to pay for our goods. If we had cargoes to carry 


there and back, the ships would be forthcoming. 
The bill does not remedy a single defect in our 
navigation laws. It cannot develop a merchant 
marine, because it falsely diagnoses the trouble 
and prescribes the wrong and futile remedy—nay, 
it prescribes a remedy that would aggravate the 
trouble. The bill has discouraged and, if enacted

where the great need admittedly is the fostering 
and stimulating of such enterprise. Private cap- 
ital cannot compete with the government, as the 
latter neither counts cost nor keeps books properly 
and pays deficits out of taxation. | 

. Should the war end soon, the “emergency” 
theory of the bill would fall to the ground, while 
the “ permanent” theory would simply fail to stand 
up and take its place. The government would find 


itselt in a business for which it is not fitted, and 


politics and spoils would prevent its letting go and 
acknowledging its egregious blunder. 8 - i 

This is the worst of all possible times to plan 
or legislate for “ permanent” upbuilding of a mer- 


chant marine. Everything in foreign trade and 


shipping is abnormal and artificial, and “the wis- 


dom of congress” is grotesquely unequal to the 


task of separating the eccidental obstacles from 
those attributable to our own laws, our safety 
standards, our wages, our financial conditions, our 
national habits and ideas of investment and profit. 


THE BUSINESS AND 
Industry and trade continue their slow but 
steady return to normal conditions. All accounts 
agree on this, and the news items from various 


parts of the country substantiate the general im- 


pression, The important thing is the reémploy- 
ment of labor now involuntarily idle, and this in- 
volves the appearance of the railroads and others as 


active buyers in the iron, steel, equipment, and other

The most gratifying feature of the week was 
the government's foreign trade statement for De- 
eember, showing an excess of exports of nearly 
$132,000,000—the largest excess ever reached in 
December. Cotton and wheat shipments explain 
this extraordinary balance in our favor, but it is 
confidently expected that in the next several months 
an increasing foreign demand for other American 
goods and products will more than offset any pos- 
sible decline in wheat and grain exports. The agl- 
tation for an embargo on wheat has subsided, the 
farmer having made nimself heard quite effectively. 
The growing favorable balance in our foreign 
trade is largely due, of course, to the transfer of 
ships to the American register, to the elimination 
of Buropean tourist travel, and other items of the

These cliques are determined to 
force their views on such questions upon the multi- 
tude, oblivious of the fact that otner cliques are 


forcing views on other questions upon them. 


The number of new ways of getting a man into 


jail is startling, and the question does not seem to 


be asked whether the offenses against the com- 
munity are half as bad as the penalties imposed. 
There seems to be a positive mania to find new 
ways of imprisoning American citizens, and yet 
there is hardly any one thing that can be as bad 
for the individual or the nation as a man in jail 
who can possibly be kept out, 

It is not irrelevant to remark that the growth of 
democracy in this country has not resulted in 
greater but rather in less freedom. The “land of 
the free,” the “sweet land of liberty,” is now in- 


| infinitely less free than France, much less free than 


the kingdom of England, not as free in some im- 
portant respects as the empire of Germany, and 
we hesitate to draw a distinction between tae 
United States and Russia. 


BUSES. 
In its handling of the bus question Chicago has 
lived up to its reputation for muddling. 
Various companies aa ve been before the park 
boards and the public service commission for ever 
two years seeking franchises to operate buses on 
the boulevards. . 

No progress in this direction has been reported. 
Now comes Alderman Block, head of the local 
transportation committee, and proposes the diver- 
sion of $3,000,000 from the subway fund to pur- 
chase buses to be operated by the city.

Now the only street pavements which are smooth 
enough, for any substantial distance, are the pave- 
ments between street car tracks and the boule- 
varcs. Boulevards are not under the jurisdiction 
of the city government at all, but under that of 
the park board. Hence all talk of city bus lines 
is mere rot. ! 

At the same time the park commissioners should 
provide for bus lines on tne boulevards to the 
greatest extent available. There is no reason why 
boulevards should be reserved for automobile own- 
ers or that the street car companies should be 
saved from competition.

THE QUARANTINED CATTLE, 


{From the Breeders’ Gazette.) 
The cattle quarantined from the National Dairy 


show since the last of October have been moved 
from the show barns at the Chicago stockyards to 
the Hawthorne racetrack, about ten miles from 
Chicago. The experimentation for which these 
cattle were held from slaughter by their owners 
will now begin. | 

Inquiry has been made as to why infected herds 


cleanup ot the disease when the dairy show cattle 
had been cured and saved. They have not been 
“cured.” Various troubles still pursue them. 
They may yet be killed. They have been held in 
strict quarantine, guarded by sanitary officials of 
the government and the state and by Pinkerton 
detectives for more than two months, and their 
new quarters have been leased for two months 
more. That would mean four months of extreme- 
ly costly quarantine, even if they were released 
at the end of that time. 
Concerning their release there is absolutely no 
certainty. They may all yet go to the shambieg. 
In view of these facts, the folly of the insist- 
ence in some localities that farm herds should 
not be slaughtered because the show cattle have 


light. Assuming that the show cattle are out of 
the woods—which they are not—what farmer 
would, desire to submit to a quarantine of four 
months or more? It is far more economical to 
kill the average herd, beef or dairy, and clean 
up and start anew. Moreover, what farmer 
would guarantee to quarantine his herd as effect- 
ively as the show cattle have been quarantined? 
How can the farmer quarantine against the birds 
of the air and the dogs and the other means of 
conveyance of this infection? 

And what in the way of quarantine could de 
expected of farmers who publicly boast that they 
would conceal the disease f they thought it had 
appeared in their herds? Or of the farmers who 
would carry milk from diseased cattle to the 
creamery, thus infecting whole communities? Or 
of farmers who would defy the quarantine order, 
tear down the quarantine sign, and drive from 
their infected premises to the nearby villages to 
scatter the infection among their netehbors? All 
these things have been done in Illinois within the 
last few weeks. 

Ie it likely that sanitary officials will take 
kindly the suggestion that farm herds be quaran- 
tined when they have had such experiences? Is 
it probable that thoughtful farmers will calmly 
consent to have the herds of such neighbors

One way of estimating the pollution of 
the air, though only an approximate one, 
is to estimate the amount of soot fall, 
Thie has been done in many places. In 
Pittsburgh it was found that the annual 
soot fall was.1,081 tons per square mile. 
In Indianapolis one of the determinations 
indicated that 1,200 tons fell on a given 
square mile in a year. In London the 
rate was 248 tons; in Glasgow, 820; in 
Leeds, the maximum was 889 tons.

In Pittsburgh about 2 per cent of the. 
total was tar, 75 per cent was ash, and the 
remainder was carbon Is it any wonder 
that Pompeii and Herculaneum were bur- 
fed at a great depth and that deep excava- 
tions uncover old Roman palaces? 

When we consider figures like these, we 
want to remember that what counted 
most was the dirt which stayed in the air. 
By studying the soot fall we gain some 
idea of the degree of air pollution.

I have never yet been witness 
to a single instance that can justify a 
different opinion; and it is most earnestly 
to be wished that the liberties of America

these foreign debts in American gold. 


Our financial condition would be piti- 
able, if there were no corresponding 
credits for money due to Americans 
from Europe, or if 2 any cause 


such rts were stoppe 
diminished. 12 


We must, as a nation, have large 
credits abroad, otherwise our people 
must suffer for lack of money. In 
shaping their own affairs, the nations 
of Europe realize this to the fullest 
extent, and we, as a people, should. 

It is the 
Manufacturers of America who pre- 
vent our European debts from drain- 
ing this country of its gold and from 
causing a fixed transfer of capital. 

There was a time when the exports 


of the United States were largely con- 


fined to wheat and foodstuffs. 


_ Fifteen years ago, our outgoin 
foodstuffs represented nearly one-hal 
of our total exports. Today, if condi- 
tions were normal, they would repre- 


sent less than one-fifth of the whole. 
In the same period, exports of manu- 


factures have increased to nearly one- 
half of the total, and are greater than 
our entire exports of all kinds fifteen 

ears ago. All of this is of supreme 
importance to the American work- 
man. As this foreign trade grows, 
home employment increases.

to balance our increasing obligations 
abroad. 


During the period when we were 
dependent upon the exports of food- 
stuffs, a drought which cut down our 
supply of grain for export compelled 
us to send gold abroad to meet the 
country’s foreign obligations. This, 
at times, has sorely tested the banks of 
America to maintain their neces 


surplus and still meet the country’s. 


debts abroad. 
There is a wide difference in value 


to this nation and to its people be- 
tween the exportation of manufac- 


tured articles and the exporting of raw 


materials. In one case, our exports 
exhaust our natural resources; in the 
other case, we export the minimum of 
materials and the maximum of skilled 
labor, inventive genius, and manufac- 
turing enterprise of American men. It 


is the difference between wantonly | 


stripping our forests and exporting 
logs or in conserving our resources 
and shipping the products of the 
woodworker and cabinet maker. 


Since the development of an export 
trade in manufactures, such uncer- 
tainty as crop conditions cannot alone 
so seriously affect the country’s 
finances. | 

War conditions practically sus- 
pend exports of the customary manu- 
factures to the warring nations. Hun- 


dreds of thousands of competent; will-. 


ing men and women in America have 
been driven into enforced idleness; 
and millions of capital invested in 
great works and machines have be- 
come stagnant, and are at present 
earning nothing. : 

When foreign credits can no longer 
be built up to meet our foreign obliga- 


tions, there is but one means of pay- 
ment—Gold—a direct drain upon our 


circulating medium. Loans then be- 
come more difficult for building opera- 
tions and the financing of new ven- 
tures, and this throws out of employ- 


ment additional thousands of men

If our country’s exports of manu- 
factures had been destroyed in a time 
of peace, when there was no increased 
demand for wheat and no demand for 
special materials created by the neces- 
sities of war, then the full weight of 
the loss to the nation would be now 
more widespread and more apparent. 

The condition of labor, and build- 
ing and trade affairs in America today,

But the for- 
eign competitors would never be able 


to understand the wisdom or philoso- 
phy of such action on the part of 


America. One keen observer writes: 


“To anyone who has given the subject any 
careful consideratign, it is obvious that this 
country cannot — 2 if it persists in a policy 
toward large industries diametrically opposed 
to the policy of all of our competitive coun- 
tries. ith Great Britain, France and Ger- 
many all encouraging the big unit in the in- 
terest of economy, had not the war interfered 
with the manufacturers of those countries, the 
le of this country would shortly realize 


that we must change our policy if we expect to 
continue to compete with other nations, and to 
extend our markets in foreign countries. 


Te growth of the nation’s export trade 
confers vast benefits on countless thousands 
who are far removed from any connection 
with that trade; and its importance to the 
nation cannot be too quickly appreciated by 
the great body of our people. 

The International Harvester Company is 
doing its utmost to distribute employment 
among its workers so as to safely carry the 
largest number possible over this period of 
temporary depression. After the close of 
the great struggle abroad, prosperity should 
come anew to America—and such prosperity 
as will surprise even the optimist. 


If our present depression will carry home 


to the American people a full realization of 


the far-reaching value of an export trade, 
and the public usefulness of the factors that 
have produced that trade, then the heavy 
price we all have paid will not be too great 
for the lesson we have learned.

CARDINAL GIBBONS OUT 
AGAINST LITERACY TEST. 


His Eminence Claims Immigration 
Clause Would Bar Many Desira- 
ble Persons from United States. 


Baltimore, Md., Jan. 24—At a meeting 
here this afternoon to express opposi- 
tion to the literacy test clause of the 
immigration bil a letter was read from 
Cardinal James Gibbons. 

He said he earnestly hoped President 
Wiison would veto the bill, because of the 

test.

It seeks the abolishment of what 
ig termed in the suit as the call com- 
mittee.” which, it is alleged, was in 
operation in connection with the board 
ef trade several years ago. 

This committee, according to the gov- 
ernment, was composed of members of the 
Chicago board of trade. It is alleged 
that the members of the committee would 
meet every day after the board closed at 
1:30 o'clock in the afternoon and fx the 
price on all grain. This price, it is 
charged, would remain in effect until 
the members of the committee would meet 
the next day.
